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The Turner-Hall Discussion. 


The sermon which was preached by 


the Key. Kobert Collyer a few Sundays 
ago, in which he tool; occasion to give 
the Chicago German Turner Hall and its 
Sunday music a handsome commenda- 
tion, hn» served to arouse n very inter- 
esting uLil somewhat general discussion 
of the merits and demerits of the mr-sic 
*[tiestion, which promises good results. 
In his original sermon, it will be remem- 
bered that Sir. Collyer gave Turner Hall 
an unqualified indorsement. It is a lit- 
tle surprising 'that none of the strictly 
evangelical clergymen locked horns with 
him on this point. The Eev. Dr. Ky- 
der, a Uuiversalist, however, and a rad- 
ical prohibitionist, stepped into the gap, 
and, after vehemently condemning the 
Sunday sacred-concert entertainments 
»t that place as an agency of Satan (if 
Satan has a place in the Doctor's theol- 
ogy), asked the Eev. Collyer someTery 
leading questions, among them one to 
the effect that, if ba thought Turner 
Hall such a proper plnce, why he did 
not go there himself ? 


Dr. Ryder was followed by Mr. W. S. 
B. Mftthews, the organist of this city, 
who toot up the question from a general 
musical point of view, and proceeded to 
argue that the absence of the intellectual 
quality in music rendered its sensuous 
qualities all the more subtle and danger- 
ous, since "music exerts this influence, 
if at all, noon those so delicately organ- 
ized as to tie thrown by it into a delight- 
ful revery whose real meaning they have 
110 disposition to inquire, and, if inquir- 
ing, could find the answer only in the 
kind of activity it chiefly suggested." 
Having stated this general fact, he ap- 
plied it to the Turner-Hall music, seek- 
ing to show that it was dangerous be- 
cause of the absence of the intellectual 
and the superfluity of the sensnous in 
the programmes. 
In last Sunday's 


Tribune, however, Sir. Balatka rather 
neatly string Mr. Mathews' argument of 
its application by showing that the Tur- 
ner-Hall programmes have been mainly 
characterized by intellectual music, and 
that the simply sensuous has played a 
rery small part in the numbers. The 
general fact enunciated by Mr. Mathews 
is also lightly but very aptly touched 
upon by Mr. Balatka. He says: ''Dane- 
ing music is expressive of pleasure, of 
cheerfulness, or even of paroiysmal joy, 
if you please; and, since these things 
exist in our nature, their expression may 
fee permitted to exist in music also." 
On Sunday last, Robert Collyer return- 
eel to the subject and delivered a very 
eloquent discourse upon "All Kinds of 
Music." After showing the character of 
music, its influence, power, aims, and 
aspirations, he concludes that "just so 
far as this bright, pure spirit is dragged 
down out of her proper sphere and made 
to do drudgery, we must so far deplore 
the fast, but it is probable that we shall 
deplore it in the measure in which we 
are blind to the truth, that in spite of all 
our-trying to make her aeive our meaner 
ends, she is still doing and will do her 
own peerless work, and helping more 
than one can hinder." 
It is this view 


which he applies to the Tnrner-Hall 
music, and says: 


"While I have made no'secret of my 


conviction that the great mass of our fel- 
low-citizens, as they are now situated, 
will drink something and smoke, per- 
haps, eithar for good or bad reason, 
which, RB I notice, is generally good to 
the smoker, so I would give the best 
chance to that which is the most harm- 
less, and by all means do away with ly- 
ing about it; still, I deplore the fact that 
there should be any evil mixed with the 
good of noble music, there or anywhere. 
But with the evil, and far above in my 
conviction, is the good. * * 
** I say 


that to go to Turner Hall for the music 
and the music alone, as you would go, 
is a good and noble tiling in itself, while 
to sit there in ,1 quiet separation from 
these baser things, as an American gen- 
tleman, is to set an example others will 
lie led to follow." 
Mr. Collyer has made an ingenious de- 


fense for 'Turner Hall, and fortifies it 
with the announcement that he is " go- 
ing there, which will enable him here- 
after to. speak from actual personal ob- 
servation, which neither he nor Dr. 
Byder have' yet had. Without com- 
muting ourselves to either side, we 
may 
mention 
three 
facts 
which 


Mr. Collyer will find upon such a 
visit: 1. That the audience are as 
proper and qniet and well-behaved as 
any audiences in the city, whatever the 
character of the occasion. No distur- 
bance has ever occnred in this hall in 
our recollection. 2. The andie-nee is 
made up almost entirely of the respecta- 
ble classes of our German citizens. 3. 
The attraction of beer, wine, and smok- 
ing is not nearly as great as that of the 
music. Turner Kail could not bo sus- 
tained with poor programmes or poor 
performances. This has been tested re- 
peatedly, and whenever the character of 
the performances has deteriorated Turn- 
er Hall hds lost money, audits managers 
have been compelled to elevate the 
standard of their music. We await the 
result of Mr. Collyer's visit with some 
interest. If he finds that he can enjoy 
it and that he is none the worse therefor, 
Turner Hall may be considered open to 
at least one denomination, and not re- 
main hereafter the exclusive property of 
tho "worldlings."—Chicago Tribune.

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A MAEDI-GRAS INCIDENT. 


Skinner Plays "His Injun" 


Losas His Scalp.

The Mnrdi-grns procession on Tues- 


day was witnessed by large crowds, nni) 
the Indierous impersonations of charac- 
ter will live long in the memories of the 
masses, who lan«hed until their sides 
ached. Among that motley host who 
perambulated the streets in the proces- 
sion was a long, cadaverous looMug fel- 
low, representing n Comanche Indian. 
His face was painted red, his suit was 
well made up. Upon his ponderous 
ieefc were a pair of new moccasins, and 
hanging from the beaded girt that encir- 
cled his body were half a dozen " boss- 
pistols" and as many scalps. Inside 
this bi-lt stuck a cheese knife and scythe 
blade. His black hair was banded with 
a brass hoop, from -which stuck about a 
dozen of turkey and geese feathers, and 
in his right hand he held with an iron 
grasp a tomahawk red with some vic- 
tim's blood. Any one who had rend or 
heard of the famous Indian warrior, 
Bloody Nose, would have said he had 
arisen from the dead and joined that pro- 
cession. 
But it was not the blood- 


thirsty rorer of ths forest. It was Skin- 
ner who personated him, and he did it 
to perfection. His appearance was a 
terror to women and children, while his 
•was- whoop, and the revolutions of that 
bloody tomahawk were certain death to 
"<le called population." 
Everybody 


saw the wild Indian, but nobody knew 
it was Skinner. 


While the procession moved through 


the various streets, Skinner would get 
dry, and break ranks by dodging into 
bar-rooms and taking his usual dose of 
"fire-water." By the time Skinner had 
"war-whooped" ten or fifteen blocks, 
snd hid about half a keg of "fire- water" 
About his person, he was in "fine trim" 
to play Comanche, and began to think 
he was "Bloody Nose" sure enough, for 
lie tried to "scalp" no less than a dozen 
darkies that fell into his hands. 


The procession passed within a square 


or two of Skinner's house. Skinner has 
a wife, and she ia the mother of five 
little male nnd four female Skinners. 
Skinner's wife does her own work; in 
(act, she's "boss" of Skinner's house, 
and, instead of her rushing off with a 
striug of little Skinners after her to see 
the procession, sho kept the little ones 
at home and stayed in the kitchen at- 
tending to cleaning the pots,kett!es, and 
pans after dinner. 


A new idea struck Skinner. He would 


go home and scare Mrs. Skinner and all 
the little Skinners. He cut loose from 
4he procession, took anothar dose of 
"fire-water," and by the time he reached 
his front gate, he was the most reckless- 
looking Comanche the world ever beheld. 
Picking np new courage he rushed into 
the front room where the little Skinners 
were "playing circus." His appearance 
•was accompanied by wild yells and fancy 
dancing, while he made that tomahawk 
fly around the room over the children's 
heads as it he meant business, the little 
Skinners shouting, "0! Mr. Injin, 
don't!" "mother!" "murder!" "fire!" 
•net there were such screames as would 
have mode any "sure enough" Indian 
run. 


Skinner was just in the middle of his 


fan, when the screams of the children 
and the war-whoops of the Comanche 
brought Mrs. Skinner to the scene, 
armed with an iron skillet. She slipped 
np behind the "playful Indian," drew a 
bead on his nose, and landed that skil- 
let with the force of a sledge-hammer 
and the rapidity of lightning against it. 
The hand let go the tomahawk, the 
feathers flew, the belt burster], and the 
scalps, pistols and knives fell to the floor.
